The reanon for thelr populars 
ily ts that both Gomulka and 
Nagy are looked upon us 
staunch opponents of 
Kussian domination and 
staunch upholders of their 
countries’ right to inde- 
pendence, For Communists 
and Suctalists this means 
the right to chvose — their 
ywn roads to Soclulism. 
For others It may seem 
more than (this, But there 
is unity in detesting and 
resenting Russian control, 


HE current upsurge of 
national feeling in two of 
the most Important satellites 
cannot be relished by the 
Sovict lenders, Naturally 
enough their firat reaction 
was to try to check — it; 
hence, after the Poznan 
riots, Bulganin himself 
went {o Poland to Insist, 
half - menacingly, half - 
appealingly, that there must 
be no relaxation of the 
“solidarity” of the 
munist countries 

pretext of national differ- 
ences. 

The point was later em- 
phastsed by Khrushchev 
when he sent a circular 
letter to non-Sovlet Com- 
munist parties giving them 
the same warning. The 
effect seems only to have 
aroused annoyance at the 
interforence, This waa 
especially so In Yugoslavia 
when Tito heard of it, and 
it is open to doubt whether 
the efforts to placate the 
Yugoslav President during 
his Crimean “holiday” 
were by any means success- 
ful. 

One outcome 
change in tactics by 
Russian leaders, They have 
realised that a policy of 
trying to “put the brakes 
on” possesses a double 
danger: that it would 
increase, instead of check- 
ing, Polish and Hungarian 
resentment of Soviet con- 
trol. Moreover, it might 
lead to o new quarrel with 
Tito, and Moscow cannot 
afford that. 

The Yugoslav President has 
become a popular figure 
both among Communists 
and in the “un-committed 
countries." A fresh break 
with him would be seen 
evorywhere os the sign of 
a reversion to Stalinism. 


OR the moment, tho 
brakes have been taken 
off.

Mr Nikita Khrushchev, Soviet Com- 
munist party secretary, tonight told 
Wladyslaw Gomulka, Poland’s new Com- 
munist party leader, that he agreed with his 
policy and that any Soviet troop movements 
in Poland would stop, according to usually 
reliable sources here. 


Khrushchev made this statement during a 
series of telephone calls between Moscow and 
Warsaw.

The tone of the talks it waa uhderstood Was in mark- 
ed contrast to the angry exchanges of. last Friday when 
Soviet party leaders headed by Mr Khrushchev. flew hero 
unexpectedly and interrupted a plenary session of the 
Polish Communist Party central committee, 


The Russians then protested heatedly against the 
ousting of Marshal Konstantin Rokossovsky, Polish-born 
Russian Commander of the Polish Army from the Polish 
politburo. 


They also attacked the way the process of ‘“‘democrati- 
sation” was being carried out in Polund saying it wus 
against the interests of the Enst European “socialist 
camp”, it was reliably learned.

Mr Khrushchev also told Mr Gomulka that the Soviet 
Communist Party newspaper Pravda would withdraw a 
recent bitter attack on the Polish press, which eh accused 
of anti-Socialist statements, reliable sources added. 


The Pravda article caused resentment among Polish 
journalists and brought strong replies from several War- 
saw and provincial newspapers. 


Mr Khrushchev was understood to have congratulated 

Mr Gomutka on his election as firat secretary of the Polish

Fetegntion to Moscow for new talks.

The Reduce-relax-reduce 
Schedule Is Satisfying 


EARTENING news for 
overweight men! 
Cornell University re- 
seurchers report = great 
succesa in reducing a group 
of overweight male students 
through a high protein, re- 
duce-relax-reduce schedule, 


Experiments were Hest 
carried out lo determine what 
types of food were most satisfy- 
Ing to dictors, A group of male 
collegiuns were put on a rigidly 
controlled diet where calories 
remained the same, bul every 
three weeks the proportions of 
proteins, fats ond carbuhydrates 
were changed. Dinrics were 
kept by the dicters to record 
between-meul rcuctions ta cach 
of these regimes, Result? When- 
ever protein waa cut back, the 
boys consistently complained of 
being hungry. They were less 
unhappy when fats were cut 
down, The sharp reduction of 
sugar and other carbohydrates 
(with a corresponding increase 
fn protein) caused one dis 
content

The conclusion oat Connells 
experts, ny quoted nou recent 
Issue of American Magazine, 
was that “the casiest, pleasant- 
est way for people to cut ther 
calorie intake ts to go on uw high 
proteln, moderate — fat, low 
carbohydrate dict,” 

Such a diet would include 
substanitjal amounts of meut, 
poultry, milk, cheese, fish and 
eggs, with moderate amounts of 
butter, niargarine and cream, 
The principal restricUons would 
be on those foods which are 
rich in sugars and starches. 


The unique feature of | the 
diet, developed by Dr Charlotte 
M. Young of Cornell's School of 
Nutrition, was a_reduce-relax- 
reduce Schedule, ‘The young men 
would follow the diet for three 
wecks nnd tose weight, A two- 
week recess would — follow. 
where caloriés would be ralsed 
only to the level at which the 


welght low would be main- 
talned....then back to the diet 
for another three weeks, again 
followed by a two-week “hold- 
Ing” perlod, ‘This schedule was 
followed in every case — until 
desirable weight was reached. 


According to reports, the 
dicters found thal ihe recesses 
from the routine of caloric 
restriction made tt caster to 
stay with thelr diets during the 
reducing periods. 


Cornell's high protein diet ls 
based on the fullowing pattern, 
Brenakfast-—fruit julee, an egi, 
plece of toast, pnt of butter, 6 
oz, glass of whole milk,  blacis 
coffee, Lunch..-% Ib, meat, any 
vegetable (except potalocs, 
corn, peas or lima beans), & oz. 
ginss oof milk, Dinner = ia the 
same ns lunch, plus oan extra 
vegetable and fresh fruit. Men 
add an extra egg for break fnst, 
and with each meal drink an 8 
og. glass of mk .
